Breathes there a man with soul so dead that doesn't crave to be on the ait with his own radio 
station? Yeah, I suppose so. 

But who among us hasn't yearned to play our favorite records for our neighbors and be the 
envy of all who heat us broadcasting with our own equipment. There must be a pedestal 
somewhere for each of us to stand on who have done this during the past 70 years .. | chimed in 
with my first pirate station in 1946. Unfortunately, the wood in my pedestal became a paddle that 
was used on my behind. 

I was in the hills of Vermont at the time .. not known for its metropolitan population clusters .. 
and still they found me! (A ham operator turned me in.) The telegram from the FCC read "Cease 
and Desist ..” and I did. Forty years later I received another letter from the FCC commending me on 
excellence in representing my employer {RCA/NBC) to them, So I've been on both sides now. And 
Iwant to share my conclusions with you. 

First of all, the FCC may be lax in some of their enforcement practices. Lord knows we all see 
this every day of the year, what with stations not giving proper IDs, or leaving their carriers on all 
night. But let me draw the analogy of the IRS .. the tax people. Lord also knows many people bend 
their rules from time to time. Put another way, people cheat! And most of the time they get away 
with it. But heaven help them if they get caught! It’s the same with the FCC. 

So here are some thoughts about keeping out of jail or running up a big fine. 

The FCC isn't stupid. They know pirates are on the air .. but they have priorities. If a pirate is 
causing harmful interference to a licensed station, they'It act quickly and decisively once they lear 
of the problem. As you may recall from a DX News last summer (see June 20, 1994 edition) the 
FCC has some very modern, fully equipped trucks that can pin down any terrestrial station (here 
that means any station other than a satellite communications station) without too much difficulty. 
So if they really want to, they'll find yo 

But they aren't gaing to bother you if, for example, you're generally in comptiance with Part 15 
of the FCC Rules. Operating a low-power AM radio station that covers the neighborhood and 
doesn't interfere with any nearby station is not going to get you in trouble. Later on we'll talk about 
operating in compliance with Part 90 of the Rules or even, perish the thought, in compliance with 
Part 73 of the Rules (that Part is called “Radio Broadcast Services"!} and, if the editor has the 
patience, we'll touch on-<able radio too. 

In our next installment we'll start explaining what this legal double-talk is all about and tell 
you how to turn it to your own advantage. At the very end of this series I hope to find room to tel 
you why you really shouldn't operate a short wave station that can be heard haif way around the 
world ... it will bring tears to your eyes, Im sure, hopefully from sympathy, not from laughter. 

So my opening message is, Sure! You can broadcast all over and even do it legally! Some of 
the ways to accomplish this take a little more work and commitment, but if everybody could do it, 
what fun would there be?!

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R390A Filter Mod 2 ... by Dallas Lankford 
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Several things caused me to rethink my R-390A torsion filter mod. Farst, 
I never liked the idea of modifying the RF chassis because any repairs or 
adjucenents to the mod require removal of the RF chessfs, a time consuming 
process. Second, any changes to che aod, such as developing a noise blenker, 
Would be difficult for the same reason, And third, trouble-shooting the RF 
chassis could require removal of the mod, which, agaan, would be difficule. 


A wuch better place for edding such filters fs at J518 and J513, where 
the 455 KHz output of the let If transformer (on the RP chassis, following 
the last mixer) enters the IF chassis. But when I did the first filter mod, 
I did nox know the output impedance of the Ist IF transformer, so I could not 
develop suitable tepedance aatching for filters which might be installed at 
that point. Subsequently, I read in the Collins R-389/R=390 Engineering Report 
that the output ampedance of the Ist IF transformer was 1000 ohms. Except 
for tube differences, the R-390A last mixer, lst IF teansformer, and following 
crystal filter appeared to be similar to the R-390 circutts. So assuming 
‘a 1000 ohm output impedance for che R-390A Ist IF transformer, I developed 
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impedance matching broadband transformers for 2000 ohm source and load filters, 
Implemented ay design, and found that it vorked as vell as uy first filter 
mod. This mod, called mod 2, fe shown above. 


There 16 not much available space in the crystal filter compartment of 

the IF chassis, so 1 decided to use a tiny LF-H4S ceramic filter. The total 
number of pacts required was four: the filcer, two broadband matching transformers, 
and a FC board. Everything f1¢ neatly on the tiny 5/8 by 1 9/16 inch PC board. 

Ag vith the first mod, there is considerable loss with this mod. And like 

the first mod, signal loss vas restored by adding a 100 ohm half watt resistor 

in parallel with R50 to increase the gain of the Ist IF amp. 


As with the first mod, and for the same reasons, close-in (within +100 KHz) 
dynamic range of the R-390A is improved for nen-crystal filter bandwidths,

Station 
Profile 


WFEA - 1370, Manchester, New Hampshire has broadcast continually to its 
Granite State listeners since March 1, 1932, the longest operating radio 
station in New Hampshire, Henry Prichard Rines, the owner of Portland, 
Maine's Congress Square Hotel, and WCSH, headquartered in this well 
known inn, applied to the FCC in May, 1930 to build Manchester's first radio 
station. He aspired to broadcast on 1430 khz with 1000 watts’ power, with 
the station's antenna system atop the Carpenter Hotel, Manchester's 
premiere hostelry. The FCC denied Rines' application because of the 1000 
watt antenna atop a downtown building. The application was amended to 
reduce power to 500 watts and to move the transmitter to a location 5.8 miles 
south of Manchester, along the Daniel Webster Highway (Route 3). 

A construction permit was issued to the New Hampshire Broadcasting Corporation in 
December 1931. Rines buitt his studios in the Carpenter Hotel. The call WFEA was assigned, but 
any meaning to the call has been lost to posterity. 

Thus, local radio came to the Queen City at 8:00pm that mid Marck, 1932 evening. The 
inaugural broadcast featured New Hampshire talent. Local tenor Eugene Clough sang "Old New 
Hampshire", launching the two-hour-and-fifteen minute program followed by an hour of dance 
music from Felix Ferdinando and an organ recital relayed from the nearby Franklin Street 
Congregational Church. A message from a CBS staff announcer welcoming WFEA to the network 
rounded out the festivities, 

In 1934, WFEA applied for a move to 1340 khz with 500 watts’ power, which was granted. An 
increase to 1000 watts quickly followed. 

Early WFEA programuning included a Sunday afternoon children’s show, "The Magic Circle’, 
live from the lobby of the Carpenter Hotel, and Ken McKenzie "The Singing Cowboy”. In the spring 
of 1936, WFEA broadcast continuous news developments as the Merrimack River (and many other 
New England estuaries) overflowed, destroying the city's bridges, cutting Manchester in half. Early 
spring rains falling on many feet of snow in the North Country, sent ice flow laden currents 
thundering through the streets of many New England mill towns. 

On October 30, 1938, WFEA aired the famous Orson Wells invasion from Mars which caused 
the Manchester Union Leader switchboard to be overwhelmed with calls about a Martian invasion 
in New Jersey. 

WFEA owner Henry Rines died on March 12, 1939, and his wife sold WFEA to the Pittsburgh 
Sun Telegraph for $150,000. WFEA would change hands no less than eleven times to date, a record 
for New Hampshire radio stations. The station also affiliated with the NBC Red Network, fed from 
WJZ, New York. And WFEA produced numerous local programs, including the predecessors to 
the DJ shows of the 1950's through the 1970's. These were called “Merry-Go-Round” and "Theme 
Factory”. The WFEA house band “WFEA Trio” provided live music. 

In January, 1940, WFEA applied for 5000 watts full time operation, which was granted. In 
1941, with hundreds of other radio stations, in the famous "Moving Up Day", under the NARBA 
treaty, WEEA moved its 5000 watt signal to 1370 khz, its present dial location. 

Also, in 1941, WFEA, and competitors WMUR and later, WKBR, experimented with FM. WFEA 
shared facilities with WMUR atop Uncanoonuc Mountain. WFEA-FM, approved for 101.7 mhz, 
with 3400 watts, was never built, and the license deleted in 1945. 

In the middle 1950's, WEEA was the first Manchester station to air rock and roll with dise 
jockey Palmer Payne on the afternoon “Payne's Platter Parade”, and each night, Chuck O'Neal 
{later to become program director at WSMN-1590, Nashua) poured out rock tunes on the “Chuck 
Wagon Show”. At this time, WFEA, the other Manchester radio stations, and the Union Leader 
applied for TV Channel 9, which was awarded to WMUR. 

In an odd 1954 incident, WFEA aired some comments not favorable to eccentric Union Leader 
owner William Loeb, who owned what is perhaps America’s most politically conservative 
newspaper. Loeb immediately petitioned the FCC for hearings to revoke WFEA’s license. After 
WEEA maintained that Mr, Loeb could request equal air time to answer WFEA’s position, which 
he never did, the FCC dismissed Loeb's request for hearings a year later. 

In the late 1950's, WFEA expanded its rock and roll format to compete with WKBR-1250. 
‘Through two decades, the stations battled it out to top the ratings. WKBR, with a more stable staff 
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and ownership, more money, and an exclusively Manchester orientation, predominated as the 
Queen City’s top station, although WFEA’s “Swingin’ Guys” did give the WKBR “Good Guys” 
competition! Numerous DJ's, including Eddie B. Baker, who became a “Big K” legend, started out 
asa WFEA "Swingin’ Guy’. WFEA kept the rock format for years and issued Top 40 record surveys 
in conjunction with WKBK-Keene and WEMJ-Laconia. At one time the DJ's were required to use 
air names similar to names in comic strips! Some air labels were Penrod Rideout, Granny Goose, 
Hap Hazard, Tom Foolery, Jason B. Good, and R.W. Churchill. They reported to Program Director 
Jeff Truehart (Rudy Nelson). WFEA DJ Johnny Tripp (Tom Coughlin) worked his way through 
New Hampshire College by playing top 40 records each night for five years! 

WFEA DJ's quickly learned free meals were readily available by mentioning over the air that 
they "could use some ice cream” or other nourishment. The radio groupies would arrive, armed 
with the requested goodies, running all over the station. Management ended this practice quickly. 

‘On June 28, 1976, WFEA began 24 hour operation. Ocean Front Properties paid $500,000 for 
WFEA, and rock was dropped for a middle of the road format. And in 1979, WEEA hired New 
Hampshire's first female DJ. Women on the air, aside from news positions, were rare at that time. 
WEEA moved its studios to the Merrimack transmitter location. 

WFEA was purchased for $1.45 million by the owners of top rated WZID-FM, once WKBR-FM, 
in 1986, becoming a part of New Hampshire's second AM-FM combo. Portland - based Sunshine 
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Group planned to turn it inte an AM stereo station, which never happened, In the 1980's WZID 
had become New Hampshire's top station with its easy listening music and slogan “Unrock 
Delight’. 

Just before Christmas, 1986, WZID and WFEA moved into their extremely unique home. Very 
modern quarters have been constructed on the top floor of the former Stark Picker Mill, built over 
115 years ago as part of the Amoskeg Textile Mill complex, These mills were the center of the 
economy in Manchester, New Hampshire's largest city with a population of over 80,000. The 
Amoskeg Mills, the largest textile mills in the world, lined the Merrimack River rapids for over a 
mile and a half. The mills harnessed the power from the rapidly falling waters to drive the 
turbines tn the mills. WFEA-WZID occupied over 6700 square feet of the former mill. Most of the 
old complex today houses offices, condominiums, and light industry. 

Saga Communications of Grosse Point, Michigan, bought WFEA-WZID in 1990, WFEA went to 
its current nostalgia format as Manchester's Original” and “more Great Songs and Great 
Memories". WZID-95.7 mhz today is New Hampshire's top adult contemporary station. 

WEEA-WZID's appealing quarters features the original brick walls of the mill supported by 
solid oak beams. Its journey to this beautiful facility has gone from the Carpenter Hotel to several 
offices and the WFEA transmitter site, The Carpenter Hotel, once the focal point of Manchester 
sonety, is today a Catholic - run senior citizens’ home. Live assisted WZID occupies a control 
room, two production studios, and a news studio. The former home of the “Swingin’ Guys” 
occupies one studio. A PC and TV monitor, and keyboard is in the studio, where the traffic 
manager may input commercials and other items, Otherwise, "AM Only’ satellite fed music with 
CBS News on the hour is automatically fed to the transmitter. WFEA is live assisted by Paul Belfay 
during morning drive time, when local news and information supplement the music. WEEA 
News over the years has earned a number of awards. After 9:00am, the station goes on to Audisc. 
WFEA targets the 45 to 64 audience. 

On Sundays, from 8:00 to 11:00, Joe Maltais hosts a French Canadian show, "The Franco - 
American Hour", as he has on WFEA and other area stations for over 45 years. 

After 10:00pm, Bruce Williams’ talk show is aired and, on Saturday and Sunday nights, David 
Enel’ health show is heard. The station broadcasts 24 hours a day with no scheduted sitent 
period. 

WFEA’'s transmitter site, just east of Route 3 in Merrimack, is a prominent landmark as it 
features one of the most unusual towers anywhere. The directional array, consists of a 150 foot 
high guyed pipe and a 400 foot high diamond shaped Blaw-Knox tower. Unlike most guyed 
antennas, the Blaw-Knox model features tapered tops and bottoms, and a single level of guys 
supports the structure at the widest part of the diamond. According to old DX News material, only 
four Blaw-Knox towers were ever built. Two 800 foot plus models presently serve WLW-700 and 
WSM-650. WFEA uses the third, and the location of the fourth is unknown. The unused former 
WFEA studio building is stil] at the site. WFEA’s signa nuls east and west to protect WDEA-1370, 
Ellsworth, Maine, and WXXI-1370 (formerly WSAY), in Rochester, NY. Its north - south signal is 
readily heard by DX’ers in Canada, and along the east coast. 

As the Queen City's oldest station, WFEA is indeed a part of the history and life of Manchester. 
It has been appreciated by Granite State residents for over sixty years.
